Simpson sei Brother Left

Somerville, N. J.. Aug. 26 (By 
‘A. P,).—Henry de la Bruyere Car- 
pender and Willie Stevens, charged 
with the murders of the Rev. Ed- 
ward W. Hall Eleanor 
Mills, were remanded today by 
Supreme Court Justice Charles W. 
Parker without bail to the county 
jail to await grand jury action. 

State Senator Alexander Simp- 
son, special prosecutor, he 
was undecided as to what steps he 
would take for the convening of a 
grand jury investigate the 
charges against the defendants. 

Whether he will ask for a ‘spe- 
cial grand jury or await convening 
of the regular grand jury on the 
third Tuesday of September will be 
decided after a conference, with 
Justice Parker on return of the 
latter from his interrupted vacation 
on September §8, the senator an- 
nounced. 

Mrs. Francis Stevens Hall, widow 
of the murdered minister, who is 
free in $15,000 bail on the same 
charges, will retain her liberty. 

“She waived hearing.’ Mr. Simp- 
son said, ‘‘and was admitted to bail 
by Chief Justice Gunmere and was 
not bound by the testimony taken 
at the preliminary hearing of Car- 
pender and Stevens.”

The three-hour hearing before 
Justice Parker,, sitting with County 
Judge Cleary, who presided at the 
commitment proceedings, was 
opened with the surprising an- 
nouncement by Senator Simpson 
that a card found at the heel of the 
minister’s body is in possession of 
the State and fingerprints found on 
it were those of Willie Stevens. © 

The court, however, refused to 
‘let the prosecution submit this ces- 
timony or any other which would 
supplement that taken of the hear- 
ing before Judge Cleary. 

Robert N. McCarter, chief of de- 
fense counsel, introduced an affi- 
davit of J. Carter Rice, of High- 
land Park, asserting that Carpender 
and his wife spent the evening of 
September 14, 1922, the night of 
the murders, at his home. The 
couple arrived at 7 and stayed un- 
til 10, the affidavit averred. The 
State fixed the time of the slaying 
of the rector and his choir singer 
at between 9 and 10 p. Mm. 

The Rice home is more than 2 
miles from the deserted Phillips 
farm, the scene of the crime. 

Senator Simpson objected 
reading of the affidavit.

“I'm objecting to everything,’’ 
Simpson replied. 


Evidence Held Flimsy. 


At a preliminary hearfng last 
week, County Judge Cleary ruled 
that a prima facie case had been 
made out against Carpenter and 
Stevens and held them without bail. 

Defense counsel appeared before 
Chief Justice Gummere at Newark 
Monday to apply for bail, but. he 
declined to hear the application on 
the ground that it should be made 
to Justicé Parker. Justice Parker 
came here from Northeast Harbor, 
Maine, to hear the plea. 

Justice Parker ruled that no fur- 
ther evidence could be submitted 
by either the prosecution or the de- 
fense. He added that the evidence 
already in his possession was quite 
sufficient. 

Robert N. McCarter. of defense 
counsel, in his opening statement 
declared ‘that he intended to show 
that “proofs in this: case are so 
flimsy and absurd that in our judg- 
ment it will mot stand the test of 
the rule.”’ 

Mr. McCarter revieweed the -his- 
tory of the case and dwelt on the 
part the press played in the original 
investigation four years ago. 

“Four years ago,’ he declared. 
“aiter several weeks’ investigation 
by the press and authorities, the 
grand jury turned the case down. 
. “The State might have presented 
fits new evidence ‘to the grand 
jury," he said, “instead of taking 
Mrs. Hall from her bed and picking 
up the two men later.

| by 12-to-5 Vote. 
Aug..26 (A. P.).—-The 
continental powers reopened today 
at the session of the, preliminary 
disarmament conference, the prob- 
lem of aircraft, on which a com- 
plete agreement had been reached. 
They succeeded, by a vote of 12 to 
5, in carrying through an amended 
project which, makes nonmilitary 
airplanes, as well as military air- 
craft, a factor of comparison of the 


military air strength of nations.

before midnight, making a total of 
twelve known dead in an explosion 
which late today trapped what offi- 
ciala said was approximately 30 
men. Four bodies were previously 
recovered and at least five escaped 
alive. ; 
The eight bodies, as yet unidenti- 
fied, were badly scarred, and for the 
most part their legs and arms were 
broken, indicating that the explo- 
sion had battered them about the 
workings. 

The bodies were borne to waiting 
ambulances and taken to an im- 
provised morgue in a company ma- 
chine shop a mile from the mine., 
There a guard of State policemen 
kept a crowd of persons from entef- 
ing the building.

Taste of Mimic Warfare.

The annual convention of the 
District of Columbia Department of

It is even pledged to support Mr.

The 
only aspirant who appears sure of 
election is William Mitchell. He 
gained great popularity among the 
veterans in his futile fight for the 
unification of the army and navy 
air services Jast winter.

Assurances that the American 
people are vitally interested in the 
progress of Roumania and in pre- 
serving friendship between the two 
countries were given by ‘President 
Charles W. Lyons, S. J. of George- 
town university, yesterday in we!- 
coming to Washington the group of 


Roumanian college professors and 
educators who are making a semi- 
official visit to the United States. 
Deans of the various departments 
of the university and Vice Presi- 
dent Edmund A. Walsh, S. J. wel- 
comed the visitors in three lan- 
guages, French, German and Eng- 
lish. 

Dr. Nicolas Serban, professor at 
Jassy university, responded by ex- 
tending an official invitation to 
Georgetown, through the Rouman- 
ian government, to send a group of 
its professors to Bucharest next 
summer as guests of the nation. 

The entire delegation, with the 
ten women, some of them profes- 
sors and writers, who are included, 
were guests at a difiner and recep- 
tion given in their honor last night 
at the Roumanian legation. In the 
afternoon, the party had been taken 
to Mount Vernon. M. Radu T. Dju- 
vari, charge d'affaires, was assisted 
at the reception by Mrs. Thomas HI. 
Healy, wife of the assistant dean 
of the Georgetown Foreign Service 
school; M. Andrei Popevici, secre- 
tary of-the legation, and M. George 
Anagnostache; chancellor. /Among 
the guests were Count de Sartiges, 
chancellor and charge of the French 
embassy; Dr. Walsh aud Dr. Thom- 
as H. Healy. 

This afternoon the group will be 
the guests of the president and of- 
ficilals of Georgetown university at 
a lunch to which have been in- 
vited the staff of the Roumanian 
legation. Later they will be shown 
the seismograph observatory by Di- 
rector Francis J. Tondorf, S. J., and 
then taken to the tomb of the Un- 
known Soldier at Arlington. 

Among the women members of 
the party two of the outstanding 
are Severa Sihleanu, who is a mem- 
ber of the American Red Cross and 
one of the most notable war work- 
ers and women professors in Rou- 
mania, and Lucie Jean Bercea, head 
physician of the Maternity hospital 
in Jassy.

Mr. Ullman had ordered the 
doors closed to the public last mid- 
night, after he had watched the 
vast crowd that jammed the streets 
and had reached the conclusion 
that the spectacle was ‘‘sordid, ir- 
reverent and morbid.’ Approxi- 
mately 60,000 persons had viewed 
the body yesterday. 

Today it was found that hang- 
ings in the parlors had been ruined 
and bits of gilt ornaments chipped 
off and carried away as souvenirs. 
by the members of the crowd that 
swarmed into the place before the 
doors were closed.

George Chili, a contractor, whose 
telephone number, written on a 
small piece of paper, was found in 
the bomber’s watch pocket, called 
at the morgue, but he said he had 
never met the man. 

Bertillon measurements of the 
body were sent to Washington, D. 
C., for comparison with available 
records there. The parole officer 
and supervisor of the tailor shép 
at the Western penitentiary ex- 
amined the clothing of the’ bomber, 
but failed to recognize the _ gar- 
ments as any given to discharged 
prisoners. Later it was planned 
to compare the finger prints of 
the man with those in the offices 
of the penitentiary.

they had 


little hope of identifying the body 


unless developments of a 
tangible character were found. 

John P. Black, morgue superin- 
tendent, issued a reuest that. no 
more persons visit the morgue in 
an effort to see the body.

U.S. Fliers Fail to Prevent the 
Landing of Arms by Ship;

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BATTLE s EXPECTED SOON 


Managua, Nicaragua, Aug. 26 (By 
A. P.).—Capt. J. C. Rutledge and 
L. J. Clay, former American avi- 
ators and now majors in the Nica- 
raguan constabulary, within the 
past two days have made airplane 
attacks on a gun-running vessel fly- 
ing the American flag. 

Scouting along the Pacific coast 
of Nicaragua in search of revolu- 
tionary forces, the aviators located 
the vessel off Corinto and began 
dropping bombs. The ship put to 
sea, closely followed by the air- 
plane.. One bomb exploded near the 
ship, but caused no damage. The 
crew turned a machine gun on their 
pursuers, who returned the fire from 
their own machine gun. After fol- 
lowing the vessel for 12 miles the 
plane ran out of ammunition. 

Returning to Corinto last night, 
the aviators again discovered the 
vessel at Cosiguina. near the Gulf 
of Fonseca, discharging arms. The 
aviators dropped nine bombs near 
the ship and used their machine 
gun, only to be met with a return 
fire from machine guns and rifles.

Blaine Declines Joint Debate 
on Issues; Cites Vote to 
Seat Newberry.

Milwaukee, Aug. 26.—Out of the 
phantasmagoria which is Wisconsin 
politics soday, the senatorship con- 
test between Senator Irvine L. J,en- 
root and Gov. John J. Blaine has 
emerged into a real battle of the 


vitriolic type. Blaine’s weakness 
lies in the large crop of enemies he 
has made inside the old La Follette 
ranks and high taxes. lLenroot’s 
chief weakness lies in his fight and 
vote for the world court, and in his 
dry record, which makes little hit 
in a State that likes its beer as does 
Wisconsin. Many other factors are 
involved on both sides, but these 
are the items most dwelt upon by 
the politicians. 

The world court issue, it is re- 
ported, is not taking as strongly as 
originally expected. Weeks ago 
Miueral Point invited Lenroot and 
Blaine to hold a public debate on 
the issue. Lenroot accepted right 
off the bat, but Blaine sidestepped. 
This removed some of the sting for 
Lenroot, who followed it up with 
challenges to the gavernor to meet 
him on the stump on Volsteadism or 
any other old thing. 


Roosevelt May Step In. 


At Manitowac yesterday State 
Senator John E. Cashman, of Ke- 
waunee, cffered to substitute for 
Blaine in a world court debate, but 
Lenroot answered that after chal- 
lenging the governor himself he 
“could hardly accept the challenge 
of the scared man’s bottle holder or 
towel slinger.’”’ It shows the tone 
of the campaigning. There are nu- 
merous rumors that Col. Theodore 
Roosevelt is heading out West to 
shoot a speech on antiworld court 
in the next couple of weeks, and the 
Lenrooters are hoping he won't pick 
Wisconsin as the place of delivery. 

On the wet and dry question, 
which is of great prominence in a 
State as wet as ‘Wisconsin, a semi- 
windup has come. Lenroot has a 
bone-dry record and is supported 
by dry organizations like the Anti- 
saloon league and the W. C. T. U., 
but he has indicated that he would 
be guided by a beer referendum and 
that, in his opinion, 2.75 brew as 
a nonintoxicating beverage would 
not violate the eighteenth amend- 
ment. Blaine is rated asa wet. In 
his campaigning he is saying little 
about modification.

Bidson U.S. and ‘American 
Merchant Ship Lines Asked 


(By the Associated Press.) 


Seeking to ascertain the feasibil- 
ity of turning back the American 
merchant marine into the hands of 
private owners, the Shipping Board 
yesterday directed that the United 
States lines and the American Mer- 
chaat lines be offered for sale or 
chartered to American bidders. 

Specifications were ordered made 
ready September 15, and the bids 
to be received up to noon November 
8. Should no competitive bidders 
appear, the board announced that 
the government would continue to 
operate the lines. 

Advertisements for bids will ap- 
pear simultaneously in papers 
throughout the country next week, 
one stipulation requiring mainte- 
nance of service for ten years. 

The board also called for bids 
‘‘as is, where is,’’ for the passenger 
liners Mount Vernon, America and 


Agamemnon, which are not now in 
service, and authorized the mer- 
chant marine planning committee 
to hold regional meetings to gather 
information requested by Congress. 
The committee, consisting of Com- 
missioners Plummer, Teller and 
Walsh, will gather information 
looking to a permanent merchant 
marine policy, based either on pri- 
vate ownership or government op- 
eration. 

The United States Lines, which 
maintain a transatlantic express, 
freight and passenger service, op- 
erates the Leviathan, George Wash- 
ington, Republic, President Hard- 
ing and President Roosevelt. The 
American Merchant Lines plies be- 
tween American and northern Eu- 
ropean ports in the passenger and 
freight trade, with the American 
Trader, American Banker, Ameri- 
can Merchant, American Farmer, 
American Shipper.

Machine Politics at Work. 


For the last two or three years 
the Lenroot camp has been de- 
pressed and has been saying this 


year might mean a job for the un- 
dertaker, which, to say the least, is 
bad psychology in politics. Since 
the sport that began a month ago, 
the big question now is whether the 
hearse can be remodeled into a 
band wagon.

The governorship end, too, cuts 
in strong. Lenroot has kept aloof 
from tying up with the conservative 
State ticket, headed by Charles B. 
Perry. Many of the old stalwarts 
are helping Fred R. Zimmerman to 
aid in the family quarrel among the 
old line La Folletteites. An actual 
understanding between Zimmerman 
and the Lenrooters is vehemently 
denied, but Lenroot in the order 
of things, would be a natural bene- 
ficlary of the Zimmerman fight 
against the Madison ‘‘triumvirate.’’ 

The most exciting bit of news 
along political row today was that 
Wallace Ingalls, of Racine, a friend 
of Lenroot, and speaking only for 
himself, has come out for Zimmer- 
man, ‘“‘To clean house at Madison.”’

IRS 5 LEADERS SIRE 
MELLON OF RATIFICATION 


Statesmen Expect to Have 
Trouble Educating French 
to Necessity of Paying. 


NO NEED FOR PARLEYS 


When Secretary of the Treasury 
Mellon returns from his European 
trip he will have assurances ftom 
the leading statesmen of France 
that the French government will 
ratify the Mellon-Berenger debt re- 
funding agreement. He will be 
asked, however, to use his influence 
on the side of forbearance and pa- 
tience in America with respect to the 
political difficulties which French 
leaders are encountering and will 
continue to encounter in bringing 
about ultimate ratification. 

In short, the French position has 
crystallized along the following 
lines, according to authoritative in- 
formation: France realizes that 
there is no escape from accepting 
the settlement, but finds that the 
French people must be educated to 


.the point of seeing the absolute ne- 


cessity for the settlement. So far, 
only the statesmen and the finan- 
ciers appreciate the situation which 
makes settlement of the debt an es- 
sential preliminary to the borrowing 
of money necessary to balance the 
French budget and save the franc. 
France can not borrow money in 
amounts of sufficient size to meet 
her needs without the consent of 
the government of the United States. 

The French people apparently 
are not yet ready to accept the in- 
evitable. It is doubted whether 
they will be ready during the next 
year or the next two years... But, 
even if this delay can not be avoid- 
ed, the agreement ultimately will 
be accepted, according to the states- 
men who are striving to steer the 
French ship of state on a straight 
course. , 

Meanwhile, it is hoped that the 
settlement may be ratified by the 
French parliament without the de- 
lay costly to French prestige. In 
any event the United States gov- 
ernment will be in the positior of 
simply waiting until France takes 
the necessary steps to ratify’ the 
agreement. There will be no need 
for further negotiations, it is said.

(Tealy Revives Old Board ‘ 
To Control the Cities 


Rome, Aug. 26 (By A. P.).— 
The “Roman consulta,"’ or ad- 
visory council, which aided the 
Popes in the government of Rome 
until the loss of the temporal 
power in 1870, will be revived 
as part of the administrative ma- 
chinery in all cities and towns of 
Italy by the impending decree 
abolishing all municipal elec- 
tions. This decree, semiofficial 
circles say, will be approved by 
the cabinet on August 80. 

The fufction of the “consulta” 
will be purely advisory, all exec- 
utive power being vested in the

France and Germany over Morocco 
which nearly led to war in 1906. 
Timely concessions by Delcasse of 
France poured oil on the troubled 
waters and the powers were called 
together to meet and to see what 
could be done for Morocco.

The 
reforms included organization of 
the police, regulations concerning 
the detection and repression of the 
contraband of arms, a concession 
for a Moroccan state bank, tax and 
customs aren, to create new 
revenues.

Stack Market Operator, Long 
in Public Eye, Collapses 
Before Official. 


TWICE WAS SENTENCED 


New York; Aug. 26 (By A. P.)— 
Jared Flagg, 70-year-old stock mar- 
ket operator, died today while being 
questioned by Keyes Winter, deputy 
attorney general who was investi- 
gating Flagg’s methods of selling 
bonds. Death was ten apigsen: to a 
heart attack. 

Flagg, known along Broadway as 

“Fifty-two Per Cent Flagg,’’ be- 
cause of his boast that he could 
earn his clients ‘‘1 per cent per 
week,”’ collapsed in his chair while 
Deputy Attorney Winter was ques- 
tioning him about his methods of 
selling bonds for the Manhattan 
Life Building, in which the ques- 
tioning was being done. A doctor 
was summoned, but Flagg died a 
few moments later. 
Winter said Flagg came to his 
offices in apparently good health, 
but was excited by the summons. 
Flagg’s employes had been notified 
that he was ‘‘wanted,’’ and when 
they told him he hurried to the of- 
fices of the bureau for fraud preven- 
tion in a taxi. 

The aged promoter had a varied 
career and his name appeared in 
many newspaper stories of the nine- 
ties and up to 1912 when a sentence 
of 18 months in Atlanta prison for 
using the mails to defraud was re- 
voked. Postal authorities in 1911 
had entered Flagg’s elaborate of- 
fices in the Tilden building and 
seized his papérs. The judge who 
heard his appeal against sentence 
ruled that Flage’s constitutional 
rights had been invaded. 

Prior to that he had been sen- 
tenced for maintaining a nuisance 
in flats owned by him. Charges of 
police graft connected with the trial 
caused a sensation and first brought 
Flagge’s name to public notice. He 
wrote a volume, “‘Flagg’s Flats,” in 
which he described the case in 
which he had been the principal 
figure. 

Subsequently he published an- 
other book, ‘‘How to Solve the So- 
cial Evil,” and this, too, treated of 
life in the flats he rented. 

The charges of misuse of the 
mails brought Flagg’s name to the 
attention of the public after years 
of comparative quiet. Daniel N. 
Morgan, Secretary of the Treasury 
under President Cleveland; the Rev. 
James T. Shock and five others were 
arrested with him. 

In 1916 Flagg attracted notice 
when he rented the ballroom of the 
Holland house for a week and gave 
lectures on “how to take money out 
of Wall street.’’ 

His brother, Ernest Flagg, 
architect, survives him.

down the parade ground and by the 
canopied reviewing stand under 
which the President stood for the 
ceremony. 

With the President on the stand 
were Maj. Gen. Charles P. Sum- 
merall, commanding the second 
army corps area, who had come 
here from his headquarters, Gov- 
ernors island, for the event, and 
staff officers attached to the Presi- 
dent and to the general. At the 
head of the regiment was Col. John 
M. Hughes, commanding the regi- 
ment and post.

INCREASE IS SHOWN 
FIRST HALF OF YEAR 


Rate of Decrease Will Mean 
23,000 Vacancies by 
June 30. 


By WILLIAM P. HELM, Jr. 
Federal forces are to be reduced 
at the rate of sixteen persons every 
working day for the remainder of 


ending June 30, 
1927, in an effort to save $20,000.- 
000 this year in salaries, according 
to announcement made recently by 
the bureau of the budget and in- 
dorsed by the President. Nobody 
is to be discharged as a part of this 
program, it was made clear, but 
vacancies due to resignation, re- 
tirement and other reasons are not 
to be filled, the work being divided 
among others in the same branch 
of the government. 

Such is the program now in ef- 
fect. It involves the supposition, 
indicated by research, that there 
will be approximately 23,000 va- 
cancies in the Federal service this 
year from resignations ‘and retire- 
ments. That amounts to about 9 
per cent of the entire force, the 
postal workers—which are in a 
class by themselves—excluded. The 
plan is to reduce the public pay roll 
by refraining from filling some- 
what more than 5,000 of the va. 
cancies thus created. 

However ambitious the _ idea, 
there is little in the record of the 
public pay roll between January 
and July to indicate that the pro- 
gram can be carried out success- 
fully in all executive branches of 
the government. That record shows 
that the number of Federal em- 
ployes increased materially during 
the six months ended June 30 last, 
or the close of the fiscal year. The 
increase was due to pressure of the 
nation’s business and was in the 
face of strenuous efforts by the 
budget bureau and the White House 
to combat any tendency to enlarge 
the national working force. 


Decrease of 4,013 in 1926, 


Figures made public by the civil 
service commission show that dur- 
ing the entire fiscal year 1926 there 
was a decrease of 4,013 in the num- 
ber of Federal employes, including 
the large army of postal workers, 
which includes more than half of 
the whole. The figures show 560,- 


‘volve one worker out of every six- 


705 employes June 30 last, as com-

| If the postal service is not regarded 


Jin the calculation, the decrease is’ 
even greater, there being 254,720 
civil. servants on the roll June 30 
last, as compared with 268,019 a 
year before. 

The decrease during the year, ex- 
clusive of the postal service, was 
therefore, 8,299 persons. ‘This 
would indicate fair sailing for the 
personnel reduction program, were 
it the only inforniation available on 
the subject. 

However, it is not. The civil 
service commission, in addition to 
counting noses at the close of the 
two fiscal years 1926 and 1925, also 
made a midyear count, which dis- 
closed the number of workers on 
the pay roll last New Year’s eve. 
That total was 548,077. Exclusive 
of the postal service of 304,092, the 
count disclosed Federal workers to 
the number of 243,965. 


Federal Workers Increase. 


Thus the record shows that, ex- 
clusive of the postal service, there 
were 243,985 employes on the Fed- 
eral rolls December 31 last, and 
254,720 June 30 last. During the 
six months there was an increase 
in Federal personnel amounting to 
10,735. The figures indicate quite 
clearly, therefore, that the tendency 
during the first half of the present 
calendar year, far from being to- 
ward reduction, was setting strong- 
ly toward enlargement. The in- 
crease during the six months 
amounted to more than 4 per cent. 

It would seem to be improbable 
that this tendency toward enlarge- 
ment ceased abruptly with the 
close of the fiscal year and was 
immediately superseded by a pro- 
gram calling for a 2 per cent re- 
duction. That would make a span 
of 6 per cent between the actual 
rate of increase and the proposed 
rate of reduction and would in- 


teen, at least theoretically. 

The unusual increase during the 
half year was due largely to the 
activities of the War Department 
outside of Washington. Its civil- 
jan field personnel, the record 
shows, was increased from 34,269 
December 31 last, to 44,193 June 
30. But there were decreases in 
some of the other departments, so 
the War Department alone can not 
be held responsible for the entire 
extent of the rise. 


Increases During Six Months. 


Increases during the six months 
were noted in the cases of the 
State Department, 108 additional 
employes, of whom 63) were added 
at Washington; Attorney General, 
52; Navy, 598 (civilian employes) ; 
Interior, 1,610, of whom 1,000 
were afield; Agriculture, 657; Com- 
merce, 203; government printing 
office, 93; Labor, 368, and Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, 54. 
There were also other increases, 
but the foregoing are typical. 

Decreases were recorded in the 
case of the Treasury Department, 
988; Shipping Board, 76; veterans’ 
bureau, 1,709; general accounting 
office, 6, and Federal Trade Com- 
mission, 3. There are other reduc- 
tions in personnel, but most of 
them were minor. 

The postal service itself increased 
from 304,092 workers December 
31 to 305,985 June 30, but because 
of the. increasing volume of. mat- 
ter going through the mails and

RELATIONS WITH MEXICO. 


Ambassador Sheffield has come from Mexico 
and made a report to the Secretary of State 
concerning the status of questions pending be- 
tween the United States and Mexico, and Mr. 
Kellogg has issued a statement to the effect 
that the views of the Ambassador and the de- 
partment on Mexican matters are in entire 
accord. 

It would have been strange, indeed, if there 
had been any divergence of opinion, since Mr. 
Sheffield has been working for months in 
obedience.to instructions from the Secretary 
of State, which have been formulated largely 
upon information and suggestions furnished by 
Mr. Sheffield himself. An ambassador is ex- 
pected to comprehend international questions 
and to offer suggestions which will assist the 
government in shaping its policy. Mr. Shef- 
field has labored faithfully in his field, first 
endeavoring to acquire and transmit all pos- 
sible information and then offering suggestions 
as to the best method ef dealing with unset- 
tled questions. He has evidently been vigilant 
and independent, as becomes.a representative 
of the United States; but he has also been 


patient and considerate in his dealings with | 


the Mexican government. 


The efforts of Mexican officials to discredit 
the American Ambassador with his official 
superiors were very ill-advised, and if they 
had ahy influence at all they have increased 
the confidence of the government in its Am- 
bassador. 


. 
After all the’ protestations and assurances 
of the Mexican government the fact remains 


that it has not complied with its international . 


Obligations in its dealings with Americans and 
Europeans. The Coolidge administration is 
doing its best to reach an accord with Mexico 
which will bring satisfaction for damages done 
and insure against further damages to for- 
eigners in Mexico. Apparently the Calles ad- 
ministration is doing its best to avoid reaching 
such an accord. Its method is to make prom- 
ises and break them; to postpone consideration 
of questions which press for solution; to offer 
impracticable alternatives and then debate 
these alternatives interminably; to dispute all 
questions of fact; to discredit the American 
Ambassador, if possible; and in any ‘event to 
squirm out of any agreements made. 

There does not appear to be any ground for 
expecting a. satisfactory adjustment of ques- 
tions pending between the United States and 
Mexice while the Mexican government pursues 
its present policy. Possibly the situation must 
become worse before it can be made better. 
In the meantime the United States government 
is taking no step that can be criticized here- 
after as incompatible with the duty and honor 
of this country. 


PUBLICITY REGARDING CORPORATIONS. 


Prof. William Z.

Ripley, of Harvard univer- 
has caused no little comment among in- 
vestors in corporation securities by an article 
he has contributed to a well-known magazine, 
criticizing corporations on the ground that they 
do not give the public and investors sufficient 
information. He suggests as a remedy that 
section 6 of the act creating the Federal Trade 
Commission be enforced. 

_ Section 6. authorizes the Federal Trade 
Commission to investigate the business, con- 
duct, practices and management of any cor- 
poration engaged in business or commerce, @x- 
cept banks and common carriers, and requires 
all such corporations to file with the commis- 
sion an annual or special report furnishing 
inférmation called for by the commission. 

While there may be some. foundation for 
the charges made by Prof: Ripley, .there has 
been and is no little complaint from corpora- 
tions as to-—unnecessary governmental inter- 
ference with legitimate business. 

The Federal Trade Commission was created 
ata time when there was a rising tide of sus- 
picion against corporations. ‘Big businest®’’ 
was the target of political assaults, until public 
opinion seemed poisoned with an anticorpora- 
tion virus. The reaction set in about 1920; 
and today the practices of the commission have 
been altered somewhat, on the theory that big 
business and large corporations are not in- 
trinsically law-breakers and wholly bad. :

- SPAIN AND TANGIER. 


Spain has asked France to agree to the 

transfer of Tangier to Spanish authority, re- 
placing the present system of international 
control. The Spanish government states that 
the prevention of smuggling of arms through 
Tangier is impossible under present conditions, 
and ‘that the’Spanish zone in Morocco can not 
be effectively controlled unless this smuggling 
is suppressed. 
'. It is reported that France will oppose the 
suggestion made by Spain, and that Spain con- 
templates an appeal to the league of nations 
for a mandate over Tangier in case the inter- 
ested powers refuse to place Tangier within 
the Spanish zone. 

Among the powers interested in maintain- 
ing freedom of commerce at Tangier is the 
United States, which is a party to the Algeciras 
convention. But the United States, in signing 
the convention, declared that it would not be- 
come responsible for its enforcement, and the 
Senate, in ratifying the treaty, declared that 
it did so ‘“‘without purpose to depart from the 
traditional American foreign policy which for- 
bids participation by the United States in the 
settlement of political questions which are en-

NEW PHASE THE BRITISH STRIKE. 


The varying stages of the British coal strike. 
now in its seventeenth week, have attracted 
in a remarkable degree the attention of states- 
men, churchmen, economists and publicists, 
and, of course, of organized labor in every 
part of the world, and not least in the United 
States. It is difficult, even for those on the 
Spot, to get at the real facts in the case. Ac- 
cording to Prime Minister Baldwin, there is 
no starvation in mining districts, and local 
investigations carried out by the Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Children confirm 
that .view. Yet Lloyd George characterizes 
Baldwin’s statement as ‘‘mean,”’ and the vet- 
eran British labor leader, Ben Tillett, stoutly 
maintains that there is urgent need for the 
fund which he and his associates are collect- 
ing in this country on behalf of the striking 
miners. 

The truth would appear to be that. while 
there is no actual starvation yet, there is a 
shortage of rations, that credit is exhausted, 
and that, in the absence of pocket money, the 
glass of beer, the movies, and various little 
comforts and minor luxuries, which tend to 
make the British workingman’s life tolerable, 
are no longer attainable, and that’ in conge- 
quence nerves are jarred and tempers are ris- 
ing. It is a terrible thing for a healthy man, 
who is normally employed, to be idle perforce, 
and yet have no amusement, no social cheer, 
to enable him to pass away the time. The 
curse of a drab monotony is about as bad and 
as hard to bear as canfwell be imagined. Idle- 
ness may be a relief for a few days, but aim- 
less idleness soon begins to pall and to produce 
murmurifgs of discontent. 

At all events, whatever be the cause. it is 
quite evident that many of the strikers are 
thoroughly disgrifntled, and are coming indi- 
Vidually to terms with the mine owners or 
operators, so that they may be able to resume 
work. Objection to this course on their part 
has led to loud protests from the leaders of the 
miners’ federation and to energetic picketing 
accompanied here and there witha little, but 
very li{tle, violence. The drift backward is, 
however, there, and the fear of its spreading 
is without doubt one of the main reasons why 
“‘Emperor’’ Cook, the miners’ secretary, has 
now issued an appeal to the British govern- 
ment to take new steps to end the strike by 
bringing the owners and tae workers together 
once more. 

Now, such a proceeding would be perfectly 
futile, unless the strikers’ representatives are 


. prepared to present an entirely different basis 


for negotiations from any they have hitherto 
brought forward. In this connection it is ru- 
mored that a well known steel manufacturer 
who has been active behind the scenes. has 
submitted,a proposal for a consultative indus- 
trial council, to be made up of representatives 
of all classes concerned, whose findings on the 
present and future disputes both sides would 
bind themselves in advance to accept. The 
intention is said to be to have parliament, 
when it meets for a short session on August 30, 
sanction and appoint such a council, which 
could then go to work at once to bring the 
impasse to an end. There are obvious diffi- 
culties in the way of the success of this plan, 
but the British nation is so sick of the damage 
which the strike is inflicting on industry and 
commerce and the grave inconvenience it is 
causing to everybody, that parliament may he 
glad to take it and lick it into shape for func- 
tioning. The official announcement that the 
daily imports of coal exceed what is being 
mined at home in a ratio of more than four to 
one may have the effect of hastening such a 
decision. 
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SECRETS OF THE ‘TOILETTE. 


It is wonderful how the census office, since 
it was created a permanent bureau, is finding 
out intimate facts concerning the costs of 
maintaining the pulchritudinous superiority of 
the people of the United States. For instance, 
it discovers that in the year 1923 the total pro- 
duction of perfumery, cosmetics and other es- 
sentials of the toilette was valued at only 
$119,237,060, while in 1925 this was increas- 
ed to $141,488,000.

544,000. The manufacturers of dentifrices 
were by no means idle, as their products were 
valued at $25,496,000, while hair tonics 
brought in $9,480,000, as compared with the 
insignificant sum of $1,616,000 for hair dyes. 
In addition to all this there was produced 
nearly $29,000,000 worth of unclassified 
cosmetics. 

These figures explain in a measure the in- 
-creasing loveliness of American females—a 
phenomenon that invariably arouses the won- 
der and envy of foreign visitors. 


TAX ON INHERITANCES. 


The constitutionality of Wisconsin's State 
inheritance tax law will soon be determined 
by the United States Supreme Court, ina case 
brought by the executor of an estate taxed 
under the Wisconsin law. The executor was 
required to deduct from the amount distributed 
to children and grandchildren certain inheri- 
tance taxes imposed under the law. 

The executor contends that the State law is 
unconstitutional and void and in violation of 
the Federal Constitution in that it deprives the 
beneficiaries of the estate and the executors of 
their property without due process of law. 

Wisconsin was one of the first States to 
impose an inheritance tax; and this statute 
was used as a model by several other States. 

Since 80 per cent of the Federal estate tax 
may be paid back to a Wisconsin estate, under 
the Federal estate tax law, a State without an 
inheritance tax law is at a disadvantage. 


CONTROL OF -WAGES. 


How far Congress or State legislatures may 


go in fixing the conditions of labor contracts, | 


including wages, has never been settled by the 
courts. Many factors entering into the rela- 
tionships . between employer and employe, 
based on custom and experience, are already 
under fegal control but a contract for human 
labor appears to be under the sole control of 
the buyer and the seller, the two parties to 
the contract. Perhaps the only exception on 
record is the Adamson law, enacted just before 
the United States entered into the world war. 

The conditions under which labor may be 
performed are now subjects of legislation, on 
the theory that they are intimately connected 
with the health and welfare of the whole 
people. Laws limiting the hours of labor, fre- 
quency of payment, status of wage debts, in- 
demnity for injuries, security from attach- 
ment and-safety devices are all matters of 
legislation. 

Wages themselves have not yet been regu- 
lated by law except in one instance and that 
was based on the excuse of an emergency. It 
is held that the question of wages is a matter 
of contract, in which freedom of personal ac- 
tion is the one essential element. 

It is significant that without the interfer- 
ence of law, wages in the United States haye 
risen to the highest level ever known in this 
or any other country. 


ROADS, GOOD AND BAD. 


Col. Frederick Stewart Greene, superintend- 
ent of public works for the State of New York, 
has been touring France during the last two 
months, and has taken occasion to examine 
the French highways and the French method 
of government... “The things France needs 
most.’ he said in an interview upon his re- 
turn, ‘“‘are concrete roads and an Al Smith 
to keep the government in the middle of 
them.”’ 

Col. Greene observed that France is wasting 
millions in the construction of 
water-bound roads, which are macadam roads 
built without proper drainage. 

“SOn the day that Col. Greene returned the 
American delegates to the international con- 
ference on good roads sailed for Italy. The 
conference will meet in Milan, and the Amer- 
ican delegates ought to learn something val- 
uable from their association with the de- 
scendants of those road builders who lived in 
the days of Julius Caesar who, it will be re- 
called, was a predecessor of Mussolini. There 
are roads through England: which were built 
by the legions of Julius when he landed in 
Britain 55 years before the Christian era. 
Those roads are holding up after 2,000 years 
of use far better than some of the highways 
in the vicinity of Washington, which were 
built since the armistice was signed in 1918. 

If the American delegates to the interna- 
tional conference on good roads can ascertain 
Julius made highways their junket will 
not have been in vain.

A large number of people, among 
them many good citizens who, no 
doubt, on many subjects, know as 
much or more than I do, have the 
idea that in order to reduce crime 
prisoners should be harshly treated; 
some say they should be whipped, 
&ec. But in all humility I might say 
that, having studied this question 
very thoroughly for the best inter- 
est of the public, I am convinced 
that that is not the method of get- 
ting good results. There would be 
no difficulty to find wardens and 
keepers who would be willing to ill 
treat prisoners, and we are fortun- 
ate in having Warden Lawes of 
Sing Sing and other good wardens 
wha give fair treatment to the pris- 
oners and get the best results in 
that way. 

One of the most essential points 
is that those in charge of the pris- 
oners should be of absolute honesty. 
Imagine the bad results if the un- 
derworld and the big criminals 
knew that with a large amount of 
money or political influence’ they 
could.evade punishment entirely no 
matter how badly the other people 
in prison are treated! On the other 
hand, Mr. Lawes’ statement that he 
only lost two prisoners in the seven 
years of his administration and that 
about 70 per cent of the first offend- 
ers go straight is very satisfactory. 
In order to reduce crime a large 
amount of money should be expend- 
ed to get:the results of quick and 
sum justice, What a pity that the 
enormous amount of money which 
is expended in the attempt to en- 
force prohibition can not be used for 
the more important purpose of ‘the 
prevention, detection and reduction 
of crime!,

People Here Kind, but Lack 
Education, Says Hindu 
Theosophist. 


IS CRITICIZED BY PASTORS 


New York, Aug. 26 (By A. P.-). 
The Américan people need more cul- 
ture, Jiddu Krishnamurti, Hindu 
theosophist, hailed as the ‘vehicle 
of voice of the godhead,”’ told re- 
porters today at the Waldorf- 
Astoria hotel. 

Krishnaji, as his followers ad- 
dress him; said the Americans were 
“kind,” but that they were ‘“‘put- 
ting aside education and the arts.”’ 

“You use long words and long 
sentences, but they have little mean- 
ing,’’ he continued. “Education does 
not mean passing examinations. 
Your students are turned out like 
machines. There are thousands of 
lawyers and only a few hundred 
artists. .Who cares for lawyers? 
Who wants them?” 

“IT am great friends with the 
world teacher,’’ he said. “It is 
wrong to call me the ‘new Messiah.’ 
I am merely the vehicle for the 
world teacher.”’ 

Mrs. Annie Besant, aged presi- 
dent of the International Theosoph- 
ical society, who coached her 
adopted son during interviews yes- 
terday, was not present. They will 
leave for Chicago tomorrow accom- 
panied by other theosophists to at- 
tend the theosophical convention. 

After a day passed walking 
about the lobby of his hotel and 
giving interviews to reporters, the 
Hindu; whose advent is planned to 
bring a spiritual rebirth to Amer- 
ica, was greeted tonight by The- 
osophists at a private meeting in 
the Princess theater. 

Krishnamurti’s arrival not only 
brought forth anonymous protests 
against his entry on grounds of 
moral turpitude, which were ig- 
nored, but aroused Protestant pas- 
tors at a general Bible conference 
at Stony Brook, N. Y 

Dr. David G. 
rian, branded Krishnamurti as “‘ri- 
diculous,’’ and his doctrine as an- 
cient Hindu beliefs dressed up for 
modern use. 

Dr. F. B. Meyer, London noncon- 
formist, said, “I think this man 
has been hypnotized by Mrs. Be- 
sant.”’
